Tae Musical Drama of GuyMannering was last evening performed 
at this Theatre, when Miss Stephens snstaiued her original part of 
Lucy Bertram. The first act passed off very well, but in the first 
scene of the second, when Mr Anderson commenced his part of the 
duet ‘ Now hope, now fear,’ he was saluted with loud hissing which 
encreased when he came forward. As seon as he could obtain a hear- 
ing, he said, “ Ladies and Gentlemen, if your anger is caused by what 
you have read in the papers, I can assure you that the assertions of 
Madame Vestris and her friends are all false. In reply to which, Ves- 
tris said, “If I had not had the strongest proof that Mr. Anderson 
had sent men into diferent parts of the house to drive me from the 
stage, I should not have acted as I did but if Mr. Andersen can prove 
his innocence I shall fee] most happy. The tumult now increased ; the 
partizans of Mr. Anderson and those of Madame Vestris appeared to 
be nearly equal in point of numbers, and several of them attempted to 
speak, but could not, owing to the uproar, be heard. At last Wallack 
came forward, and entreated the audience, for the sake of Madame 
Vestris, that they would suspend their judgment, and allow the per- 
formance to procced; for, however highly gifted that talented lady 
might be, she was not accustomed to speak extempore. After this 
address, the noise partially subsided, and Vestris was encered in ‘Rise 
Gentle Meon ;’ but when she came on in the third act to sing ‘ The 
Banners of Blue,’ two or three hisses were heard, at which the little 
lady, in high indignation, said ‘‘ Ladies and Gentlemen, io what have 
5 offended, that every time I appear I am saluted with hisses.” This 
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speech only excited contemptuous laughter, aud the Drama concluded 
in the usual manner. Miss Stephens sang sweetly, and was encored 
in two of her songs.—The Dragon's Gift concluded the evening's en- 
tertainments.

I nightly lounge in the lobbies—fond of adventure—observed a beautifut 
Sylph admiring herself in my boots—* Why, Mr. Pry,’ saysshe, ‘does a great 
actress resemble Warren’s Jet Blacking ?’ * Because she cuts ashine.’—I never 
give it up. 

Theatres ciosed !—drop into Chedron’s Hotel, Leicester Square—enjoy a 
sparkling glass of wine, a tumbler of real whiskey punch, and cigar of the first 
quality—company jolly lads—but I intrude, beg pardon, your’s, PAUL PRY.
